This chart will work about any crystal that you have in about any frequency multiplication 
you wish to use. A few commercials start lower than the 6 mhz crystal but if you are build- 
ing your own gear it is easier to start a little higher and also cheaper, not so many parts. 
A person could start with a nine mhz. crystal but it was left out intentionally. This is 
because it has a habit of getting into the TV sets in the 45 mhz. IF's some of the sets use. 
_I£ you don't have the exact frequency one can rubber the crystal in many ways... One is to 
use a lead pencil and put a couple of marks on the crystal and that will lower the freq- 
“uency. This can only be done with the FT-243 holders as they are most common. Then if 
you have to raise the frequency you can take a little Comet cleanser and put it on a flat 
surface, the best is glass and take a few figure eight strokes with the finger on the 
erystal. and then try it. The other method is to use series capacity to raise the freq- 
“uency or parallel capacity to lower the frequency. ’
